City Schools Get Funds 
The Salem School District has received $91,023.53 as the 
state school foundation subsidy payment for June.

Loses Building Referendum 
PITTSBURGH (AP) - The South Park Township school 
board has become the first district in the state to lose a build­ 
ing referendum under the Taj Mahal law. 
% 
The measure, which requires voter approval for any con­ 
struction bid higher than state-approved ceilings, got its first 
test Monday in the Pittsburgh suburb, and the results did not 
leave school officials pleased. 
A proposed middle school was defeated by more than 400 
votes. 
The year-old law, named after the opulent Indian palace, is 
supposed to save taxpayers from supporting overlavish pro­ 
posals by school officials. 
Senate OKs Loan Bill 
WASHINGTON (AP) — The Senate has passed and sent to 
the House an open-ended emergency program of government- 
guaranteed loans to hard-pressed livestock and poultry produ­ 
cers. 
Originally the Senate bill set a $3-biilion ceiling for the one- 
year program, but this was eliminated shortly before final 82-9 
passage. Also, a $1 million limit on individual loans was cut to 
$350,000 to make the legislation more acceptable to urban con­ 
gressmen. 
Crop Forecasts Cut 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Farmers are not going to produce 
the huge grain crops predicted earlier by food-conscious Nixon 
administration officials, but the Agriculture Department 
thinks wheat and corn harvests still wul set records this year. 
The USDA said Monday the corn crop will be down 274 mil­ 
lion bushels—about enough to fatten 6 million cattle in feed 
lots—from earlier forecasts because of extremely wet weather 
this spring. But the crop, now expected to be 6.4 billion bushels, 
still woulcf be the largest on record and about 750 million more 
than last year. 
Wheat production this year was trimmed 17 million bushels 
from earlier estimates, but the crop will total nearly 2.1 billion, 
a record.

So. naturally I 
took advantage of it and had a 
few “butts." 
I 
usually 
never 
buy 
cigarettes, because I’m low on 
cash. I’m what you might call a 
“grubber.” Why can’t I stop? I 
want to so much it’s pitiful. 
Please. Dr. Lamb, you’re the 
only doctor I've consulted about 
this. So. I hope you’ll be able to 
help me! I want to be a healthy 
human being again! They say 
on television to stay away from 
the people who smoke and 
places where you usually 
smoke. I don't see how that will 


help. All I think it would do is to 
lose your friends and cause you 
to stay home when you’ve got 
the chance to go out. I feel like a 
dope addict. Please help me. 
Dear Reader — 
I wish I 
could help you, but the person 
who has to help you is YOU! 
The 
first 
requirem ent 
to 
quitting smoking is to really 
want to do so. That means 
wanting to quit bad enough to 
lorego some of life’s pleasures 
for a while. 
It looks like you could quit if 
you can go a week without 
having any problem. That is a 
good sign you are not that badly 
hooked 
YET! There is still 
time for you to do something 
about it. 
Since it is summer you could 
easily avoid social situations 
that caused you to be exposed to 
other people who smoke. You 
don't have to go to school, and 
you can discipline yourself to 
stay away from social contacts 
lor a couple of weeks. 
Yes. you will still have the 
urge, but it will not be so 
overwhelming after two weeks. 


ana you can learn some self- 
control. 
Perhaps your parents will 
take you on a trip to make it 
easier for you. If you are alone, 
learn, to do something con­ 
structive with your hands so 
you can be occupied. You might 
learn 
a 
new 
hobby 
like 
needlepoint. 
THERE ARE A number of 
devices on the market that will 
help ease the pain of quitting. 
These include tablets that help 
kill the desire for nicotine in 
cigarettes. Then there are 
devices that cut down on the 
amount of nicotine you get in 
cigarettes gradually, these are 
filter-like devices. You could 
probably quit "cold turkey" if 
you really wanted to do so 
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though, since vou have aireaav 
demonstrated that you don’t 
miss it for a week when you are 
not in a social setting that in­ 
cludes smoking. 
Remember thab-after that 
first initial period of stopping 
smoking vou can’t ever smoke 
again. Not even one cigarette. 
The mistake many people make 
is to be off a week or even 
longer and then think they can 
smoke just one cigarette, or in 
your case, just one scrounged 
butt. In no time they are back 
on the habit. It’s really up to 
you. If you think you need some 
additional help you might see 
your family doctor.

Despite inflation, the American dollar is still 
w orth a lot more than the paper it is printed on 
m case you had been wondering 
The paper for a $1 bill costs less than 2- 10th of a 
cent, says Tax Foundation. Icn., and assuming 
that the government can print $100 hills, the cost 
for either is less than 2 cents each. 
That reassuring news is t>ased on the General 
Accounting Office's annual audit of the Bureau 
of Printing and Engraving It shows the Bureau 
awarded a $9 million contract last August for a 
two-year supply of currency paper 
18.3 million 
pounds at 67.1 cents a pound.

Orchards Bulge 


Fruit lovers, take heart The agriculture ex­ 
perts tell us 
and more importantly, or* 
chardists agree 
there will In* a lot of apples 
and peaches in Ohio this \ear. 
Even spring, those ol us with a yen for apples 
and peaches are kept on pins and needles waiting 
to see if the frost w ill nip the fruit in the bud. For 
the past three years the frost did just that to 
Ohio's peach crop 
And even though as much as 40 per cent of 
central Ohio's peach crop was lost to frost, the 
1974 harvest is expected to Ik* three times that of 
last year. 
State agriculture officials say the loss is being 
offset by increased production. 
For whatever reason, the increased harvest 
prediction is good news for fruit consumers 
even at the inevitable increase in price. 
The apple and peach news comes on top ot a 
good strawberry season. That encourages us to 
keep our fingers crossed for lots ot raspberries 
and blueberries.

That it seems legally inconsistent that city 
residents can be elected Perry Township offi­ 
cials but township officials can not run for elec­ 
tive city office.

The stock 
market went into precipitous decline; and. ac­ 
cording to Business Week, the question now is " 
the possibility that the British stock market’s 
Imtctinn as a capital-raising mechanism for 
business 
especially small and medium-sized 
companies 
could be endangered.” 
Is tins a preview ot what will happen in the U. 
S it a drive is launched to close all tax breaks 
that encourage investment and emasculate 
industrial management with regulation? Voters 
>hould look w ith fear at reformers whose chief 
targets are the industries and enterprises that 
are the source ot jobs and the foundation of the 
\merican system. 
Nuclear Punctuation 
The French and Chinese atmospheric test ex­ 
plosions grimly punctuate anxieties.occasioned 
In llii* I S nuclear agreements with Egypt and 
Israel Hardly had those agreements been an­ 
nounced than Paris and Peking reaffirmed, w ith 
actions which speak louder than words, their re­ 
fusal to sign the 1963 test ban treaty. 
These events come just as Moscow has de­ 
clared its willingness to include underground 
tests in the ban. The Soviet Union’s motivation 
may he suspect, the statement could well be 
little more than a grandstand play preceding the 
Nixon \ isit to Moscow. 
All the same, the idea of extending the ban to 
•neompass all testing should be pursued with 
fresh diligence. At the same time, renewed ef­ 
forts should be made to persuade China and 
France to sign the test ban treaty and thus join in 
placing the goal ot nuclear arms control above 
strictl> national interests. 


That Little Coin 
A penny shortage has developed in some parts 
ol the country. It began when the Treasury De­ 
partment announced that because of rising 
prices and scarce supplies of copper it might 
have to start minting with a substitute metal. 
Many people began hoarding pennies, evi­ 
dent ly in tin“ belief that they could eventually 
melt them down for their copper, though Treas­ 
on regulations forbid this. 
Some stores have asked the Treasury for per­ 
mission to issue script-paper money — in lieu of 
|K*nnies, and one bank in Akron is offering $1.10 
for even inn pennies turned in. 
A penny may not buy very much anymore in 
these inllationary times, but it’s comforting to 
know that the little coin still has a vital function 
in the nation's monetan system.

In view of the recent wave of 
kidnaping. l)otli here m the 
t nited states and of American 
officials in foreign countries, 
the question of a federal ban 
against pa> nient of ransom is 
f**mg seriously considered in 
Washington 
In effect, such a law would 


make it a crime to pay ransom 
to criminals who kidnap vic­ 
tims for money. It should be 
(Hunted out that it has always 
fieen the policy of the Federal 
government NOT to pay ran­ 
som for kidnaped public offi­ 
cials. 


While this fact may not be

From 
196H to 1973 this added $30 
billion to presidential budget 
requests. It is in that way that 
much “ pork-barrel” federal aid 
finds its wav to congressmen’s 
constituencies. 


In part this muddle is the 
price that has to be paid for 
detailed legislative oversight of 
public money. The President 
has usually had the last word on 
the budget since the Bureau of 
the Budget was set up in 1921; 
now it is called the Office of 
Management and Budget and is 
f>50 strong. 
T IIE 
NEW 
REFO RM 
proposes drastic changes. It 
sets up two budget committees, 
composed of 23 members in the 
House and 15 in the Senate, 
drawn from the various bodies 


that now deal piecemeal with 
the budget. It also proposes to 
set up a congressional budget 
office with a staff of 70 or 100 
people 
to provide

analyses. 
To prevent the old slippage of 


budgetary deadlines, fiscal 
years will start on October 1.

Congress will pass a concurrent 
resplution, setting the spending 
totals and, in broad terms, the 
subtotals, and fix a target 
surplus or deficit. The usual 
appropriation process will 
occupy Congress until 
Sep­ 
tember 15, when Congress will 
take another bird’s eye view by 
passing a second concurrent 
resolution, setting the total 
spending targets anew in the 
light of economic developments 
at the time. 


IF THE SUM OF individual 
appropriation bills exceeds this 
target, Congress will then have 
a choice of several courses: 
cutting appropriations, in­ 
creasing taxations or going 
further into deficit. 
Will the reform work? The 
same idea of budget ceilings 
was tried in 1946. and within 
two years it was ignored as a 
larce. But the backers of this 
new reform are encouraged by 
the broad support it has 
received: the Senate passed it 
unanimously and the House by 
a vote of 386 to 23. 


SOME LIBERALS fear that 
the budget committees will 
become a haven for fiscal 
conservatives 
whom 
they 
foresee paring their cherished 
social programs. The reform 
does, however, permit budget 
dificits. merely providing, so 
far as procedural changes can

AMSTERDAM, the Nether­ 
lands (AP) -— It’s been 20 years 
since Prince Bernhard of the 
Netherlands first produced his 
formula for promoting the 
cause of transatlantic har­ 
mony. 
He introduced the idea of an 
international think tank, com­ 
prising top people from the 
United States ana Western Eu­ 
rope, able to speak with total 
frankness on issues ruffling the 
Atlantic alliance. 
Bernhard gave the partici- 
jiants privacy. The think tank 
was almost hermetically sealed 
from the press. 
The first assembly was held 
in 1954 at the secluded Bilder- 
berg Hotel lying in wooded 
countryside not far from Ar­ 
nhem. Holland. The name of the 
hotel caught on and the Bil- 
derberg 
meet in 
has continued to 
group 
different countries with 
different participants. 
Always, however, the chair­ 
man has been Bernhard, the 
German-born prince who mar­ 
ried Queen Juliana while she 
was still a princess. Bernhard 
later fought with the Allies in 
World War II.

Army. The group has boasted 
on tape recordings of two mur­ 
ders in the city. 
Jacksonville police and tele­ 
vision stations received the sec­ 
ond taped message Monday in 
which the group declared 
“more white devils will die” 
unless its demands are carried 
out. 
Two white youths have been 
slain within a week. Notes left 
on their bodies and the two sets 
of tape recordings claim re­ 
sponsibility for the killings in 
the name of the Black Liber­ 
ation Army. 
Police have said they believe 
no more than “three to five 
idiots” are involved in the slay­ 
ings. 
Stephen Lamont Roberts. 17. 
of Roseville, Mich., was found 
stabbed to death along an in­ 
dustrial street Saturday and 


Steven A. Orlando, 18, of Jack­ 
sonville Beach was found shot 
and knifed to death south of that 
city a week ago. 
Investigators said they be­ 
lieve the victims were chosen at 
random because they were out 
alone late at night. 
“I would advise the public to 
be aware of the situation and 
not to put themselves in un- 
lighted or desolate areas after 
d ark ,” said homicide Sgt. 
James L. Suber, one of those 
threatened in the tape record­ 
ings. “If you have to go out, try 
to travel in groups.” 


Voices on the tape recieved 
Monday called Suber a fool and 
declared, “You will remain 
foolish until your blood flows in 
the streets.” 
The second tape demanded 
the resignation of the two top 
men in the Jacksonville sher­ 
iff’s office. 
The tapes said the resigna­ 
tions would delay more execu­ 
tions, but warned that it was the 
first of many demands.

double the expense," Dr. Zorn 
maintained. 
FURTHERMORE, Dr Zorn 
said, the upward trend will 
continue, according to vendors. 
He remarked vendors used to 
quote a price w hich would hold 
for a year; then it was dropped 
to six months; then 90 days, 
now the price holds only for the 
order. ^ 
And.'Dr. Zorn said, schools 
don’t have the storage capacity 
to purchase all these materials 
tor a whole year at one time. 
Therefore, every time they re­ 
order, the school systems can 
expect higher prices, he in­ 
dicated. 
Driscoll pointed out many 
people felt the state income tax 
would solve all the problems. 
"It has helped tremendously,” 
he said, “but Ohio still has a lot 
of catching up to do with other 
surrounding

where 
spending for education 
per 
pupil is higher than here.” 
According to figures from 
Driscoll, of a recent total in­

RAVENNA, Ohio (AP) - T h e 
transfer of two priests has di­ 
vided Catholics in this North­ 
eastern Ohio community. an 
Akron newspaper said Monday. 
Parishioners have boycotted 
collection plates and passed out 
letters of protest against the 
transfers of The Rev. John Wi­ 
ley and The Rev. Carl Kish of 
the Im m aculate Conception 
Church, the Beacon Journal 
said. 


"Man has turned the Church 
into an institution that takes 
away your freedom and doesn’t 
give you a chance to live or 
breathe—the church has be­ 
come a monster suffocating the 
life of the people,” Father Wi­ 
ley said in his sermon Sunday. 
Father Wiley read a letter 
from Bishop Jam es Malone of 
the Youngstown Diocese which 
said the transfers were the re­ 
sult of “irreconcilable differ­ 
ences of theology, ministry and 
priestly life style,” among Fa­ 
ther Wiley, Father Kish and 
The Rev. Francis Haldet, pas­ 


tor of the church. 
Father Wiley indicated from 
the pulpit that the transfers re­ 
lated to a personality clash be­ 
tween him and Father Haldet. 
Parishioners began circulat­ 
ing letters of protest last week 
when the transfers became 
known, the newspaper said. 
Father Wiley said his sugges­ 
tion 
that 
parishioners 
be 
allowed to choose their pastor 
was denied. 
“It’s cut and dried,” he said, 
“My replacement already has 
been appointed.” 
Father Wiley is scheduled to 
leave Ravenna Friday. He has 
served at’ the church since No­ 
vember. 
Father Kish, with the church 
nine years, turned down his 
transfer, but has not disclosed 
future plans. 
During communion Sunday 
the three priests lined up side 
by side to distribute wafers 
Long lines formed in front of 
them. A few persons took com - 
munion from Father Haldet,

The semi-official Israeli state 
radio said Zarankin threw a 
note out of his bathroom win­ 
dow saving, "There are terror­ 
ists in the flat. Help." 
A young man found the note 
and saw the father trying to 
push his small son and daugh­ 
ter through the window. Then 
an explosion was heard, and the 
man and the two children fell 
back into the room 
For three hours gunfire and 
explosions pierced the night A 
marksman shot and killed one 
of the guerrillas on the roof of 
the building Then army offi­ 
cers, shouting through loud­ 
speakers, told 
the 
two re­ 
maining gunmen to free their 
hostages or die 
Th*> Arabs answered with 
bursts of gunfire. An army 
combat team scaled the wall of 
the building and went in 
through the door where the 
dead guerrilla had been per­ 
ched. 
They advanced inside the 
building behind a screen of bul­ 
lets. Outside one doorway 
where a terrorist and a soldier 
threw grenades at each other, 
the entire wall was shattered. 
After the 20 minute battle, the 
two guerrillas were dead. 
Seventeen men, women and 
children were rescued. But in 
the Zarankin apartment, Mrs. 
Zarankin was round critically 
wounded and her two children 
dead. A doctor performed an 
emergency operation on the 
woman in the blood-«pattered 
apartment but could not save 
her.

Report Cites 
Presidential 
Aides' Power 


W ASHINGTON <AP) - A 


Senate Watergate committee 
report says some presidential 
advisers over the last three ad­ 
ministrations acquired enough 
power to become assistant 
presidents, accountable to no 


one. 
., 
. 
"A s assistant presidents, 


they exercise enormous power 


taken in the name of the 


President but often, it seems, 
without 
his acquiescence or 


even his know ledge." Dr. 
Arthur Miller, a special con­ 
sultant. said in the report. 
"The Senate does not confirm 


them, their actions are not judi­ 
cially reviewable, they invoke 
executive privilege and refuse 
to deal with Congress—they, in 
short, act as a government 
within a government,” Miller 
told the committee. 
M iller’s report and recom­ 
mendations were obtained by 
The Associated 
Press 
from 


sources close to the committee. 
The report said testimony 


given 
to the committee 
in­ 
dicates that the office of the 
president 
has 
“ swollen 
to 


mammoth proportions” and 
that staff assistance and advice 
"has 
been 
gradually 
trans­ 
formed into an instrument of 
control.” 
M iller urged a thorough con­ 


gressional study of the Presi­ 
dent’s executive office. 
I is report recalled that Pres­ 
ident Franklin D. Roosevelt is­ 
sued an order in 1939 making it 
clear “ that presidential assist­ 
ants would remain in the back­ 
ground. issuing no orders, mak­ 
ing no decisions and giving no 
ppblic statements.” 
M iller recommended that the 


Watergate committee include 
the substance of that order in 
its proposals for change. 
If such legislation were to be 


adopted, the report said, “ as­ 
sistants to the president would 
soon cease to be assistant pres­ 
idents 
but they would not be 


precluded from carrying out 
the necessary liaison activi­ 
ties.”

Captured by Ethiopian Guerrillas 
Rescued American Woman 


Tells of Nurse's Slaying 


ADDIS ABABA. E th io p ia 
iAt*i 
Ethiopian guerrillas 
killed a Dutch nurse they kid­ 
naped because one of her shoes 
kept falling off and she couldn’t 
keep up as they ran through the 
h ush, 
a c c o rd in g 
to 
h e r 
American companion. 
Deborah Dortzbach, a preg­ 
nant. 
24 y ear old 
missionary 
nurse from Freehold, N J , who 
was kidnaped May 27 with the 
Dutc h nurse Anna Stickwerda, 
said the guerrillas ot the E rit­ 
rean Liberation Front asked 
her to relay their apologies for 
the killing. 
Mrs Dortzbach, who was re 
leased u n h a rm e d S a tu rd a y , 
told her story to her assoc iates 
in the Society ot International 
Missions m A sm ara, the capital 
of 
the northern province of 
E ritrea. She was reported in 
good health despite her ordeal 
but has been in seclusion with 
her husband Karl in the As 
m ara are a since her release. 
The guerrillas kidnaped Mrs. 
D o rtzb a ch an d M iss S tic k ­ 
w erda, who was 54, from an 
A m erican Evangelical Mission 
hospital m an area partly con­ 
trolled by the ELF 25 miles 
from A sm ara 
Mrs D ortzhach’s friends said 
she told this story: 
After they w ere taken from 
the hospital at gunpoint. Miss 
Stickwerda and Mrs Dortzbach 
were forced to run through the 
bush toward a hideout But the

There was speculation that 
the guerrilla might have been 
I tightened into shooting by the 


appearance overhead of a lieli 
copter But the helicopter was 
piloted by Grant Wyatt, a Ca­ 
nadian, instead of by Ethiopian 
soldiers, and the guerrillas c a p ­ 
tured Wyatt when he landed 
nearby. 
Wyatt had been hoping to 
meet E L F leaders and rescue 
three A m ericans and tw< C ana­ 
dians captured while prospect­ 
ing for oil three months ago. 
Wyatt was later released, but 
the other live men still are held. 
T h e g u e r r illa s told M rs. 
Dortzbach the shooting of the 
Dutch nurse was a “ tactical 
m istake."
